CHICAGO. June 24.— The polities! situa- 


tion is just as mixed to-night, and the 
final outcome just as uncertain as at any 
time since the delegates began to assem- 
ble a week ago. Soon after the adjourn- 
ment of the convention Saturday after- 
noon many of the delegations went into 
caucus. The Indiana and New York 
delegations met together in the private 
room of John C. New, and the delibera- 
tions were continued until a late hour. 
The outcome was the adoption of a reso- 
lution by which forty-five New Yorkers 
pledged themselves to stand by the In- 
diana men on the first ballot to-day, and 
Congressman Bnrleigh snid after the 
mooting had ended that New York would 
stand by Harrison until his supporters 
were convinced of the futility of his can- 
didacy. 


The Illinois delegation decided to stand 


by Gresham, and the supporters of Alger 
and Allison will adhere to their respect- 
ive candidates. 


But by far the most important event of 


the night was a conference of anti-Har- 
rison men which was hold in a remotely 
located room in the Grand Pacific. It 
opened with a free and lively discussion 
of tho situation, and ended with the ap- 
polatmont of a committee composed of 
Senator Parwoll and B. P. Funk, of Illi- 
nois; Clarkson and Henderson, of Iowa; 
Porster and Buttorworth, of Ohio; Sena- 
tor Aldrich, of Rhode Island; N. D. 
Hperry 
of 
Connecticut, 
and D. 
M. 


Duffiold of Michigan, to canvass and re- 
port upon tho situation. 


Tho committee invited Senators Sewell 


and Hoar, of Hassachusootts, and Chaun- 
cey I. Pilley, of Missouri, to participate 
in its deliberations. It was distidctly un- 
derstood at the outset that none of the 
delegations would be bound by tho action 
of the committee, and thon the claims of 
tho various candidates wore dwelt on at 
length by one representative of eadn. 
Every speaker laid emphasis upou the 
statement that his candidate, and his 
alone, was the most available. A good 
deal of repartee was indulged in. and at 
times there wore some protty free ex- 
changes of opinion regarding tho merits 
of tho candidates and their strengh in 
thoir respective States, 


It was finally decided by a vote of 8 to 2 


not to consider Sherman's namo, and Sen- 
ator Parwell and Mr. Punk, after having 
retired for consultation, suggested Mc- 
Kinloy and Alger as ft desirable ticket. 
This evoked another discussion, in which 
sovoral members of tbo committee ex- 
pressed the opinion that McKinloy would 
uol make a strong candidate, while Sena- 
tor Hoar admitted that, so far as ho 
could judge, ho would not receive as 
largo a majority in Massachusetts as 
Blaino. 


A ballot was ordered, and resnlted: 


McKinloy, 3; Alger, 1; Allison, 2; Elaine, 
t; Sherman 2. 
Upon this, Mr. E. De 


Young, who had beeu invited in, objected 
lo tho use of Biaino's name on the ground 
that he had not boon placed in nomination 
before tho committee. 


Six move ballots were taken and tho 


sixth resulted: McKinloy, 7; scattering, 
B. OEO of tho minority thereupon ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction, and suggested 
that another namo bo selected to bo pre- 
tontod to tho full meeting of tho con- 
ferees. 


Another ballot was had, and it resulted:

1 MoKinloy and Allison woro reported 


to tho (ull committee at tho midnight ses- 
sion there was a kick. Tho Sherman men 
wouldn't tolorato tho MoKinley idea, and 
said right out that they would koop their 
raudidato in tlio field until they were re- 
leased, while tho supporters of Algor and 
Brosham woro just as emphatic in ex - 
[irossion of tho opinion that they prefer- 
red to fall back to their original choice. 
The result was that tho meeting broke up 
in more or loss confusion. This was long 
after 
midnight, and early 
yesterday 


morning at the instance of Bonator'Par- 
wcll an invitation was issued to the con- 
ferees to come together again at eight 
o'clock to-night, A good many responded 
at that hour and another conference was 
hold. 


The full Ohio delegation hold a lengthy 


caucus yesterday morning. It had a pri- 
vate wire to Washington in its room, and 
Sonitor Sherman was at tho other end. 
Tho proceedings of Saturday night and 
yostorday morning on the McKiuley can- 
didacy were reported to him in detail, and 
hiB views woro askod. He replied that he 
was entirely in tho hands of tho delegar 
tion and preferred not to express any 
opinion in favor of any other candidate 
from his own State. 


McKinloy was antagonized by tho Por- 


aker element on the ground implied, but 
not expressed, that as, the Governor, next 
to Senator Sherman, was tho most prom- 
inent figure in Ohio Republican politics, 
it would not bo fair or just to go over Ills 
head and to concentrate tho strength of 
tho delegation on a man from tho ranks. 
The upshot of tho meeting was the adop- 
tion of a resolution that the delegation 
remain true to Sherman. This was com- 
municated to the [Senator and Ihe meet- 
ing adjourned. 


Tho condition of affairs in a nutshell is 


this: Senator Sherman is unwilling that 
tho nomination should go elsewhere than 
to the mail from Maine or himself. Will) 
Mr. Blaino retired from politics, ho con- 
siders himself the greatost living expo- 
nent and representative of tho Republican 
party. IE, however, lie finds it impossible 
to reach the goal, and Mr. Blaine can bo 
dragged from his retirement, ho is per- 
fectly willing that bis support should go 
in that direction rather than that Har- 
rison, or Algor, or Orosham, or Allison 
should retire him to tho roar and be corns 
tho recognized head oE tho Republican 
party. Just in the same way the support- 
ers of tho four candidates in question are 
emphatic in their opinion that if tho 
Northwest is to furnisli the candidate, 
their man, and he only, is the stronger. 


At tho same time all are figuring on e 


place at tho tail of the ticket as a last re- 
sort; and hence, as, in the event of Sher- 
man's rioraiuation, tlie Vice -Presidency 
would necessarily go to the East, neithei 
tho Michigan, Iowa, Illinois or Indiana 
delegations have any inducement to go 
over to the Ohio camp. With them it is the 
question of an Eastern man for the Presi- 
dency, and the Vice-President for the 
West. Dcpewout of- the race, tho only 
available candidate east of the Ohio river 
is Blaine. This is the logic of the situa- 
tion, and the appear^ noes now point, just 
as they havo every day for a week, to a 
Blaine and Harrison i/r a Blaine and Al- 
gor ticket. The oiily thing that can pre- 


venVsnch a combination Is an absolute 
and unequivocal refusal for the third 
time from the Plnmed Knight 
Rumors were freely circulated yester- 


day afternoon that a cablegram had been 
received from Mr. Blaine to the effect 
that it the convention found it impossible 
to harmonize on any of the candidates, he 
would "accept the nomination, provided 
that it was made unanimous. Another 
report was to the effect that his namd 
wonld be formally placed in nomination 
in behalf of the California delegation 
this morning. Both of these stories, when 
run down, proved to have been cut out of 
whole cloth. B. F. Jones, who ought to 
know, emphatically denied the first story, 
and Chairman Estee, of the Californians, 
gave a quietas to the latter. The anti- 
Harrison conference broke up after a 
short session last night without any con- 
clusion being reached. Unless some- 
thing is done before eleven o'clock this 
morning, the ballots will show that it 
is still sink or swim with all of tho candi- 
dates. The New York delegation last 
night decided to cast a majority of 
its votes on the third ballot to- 
day for Sherman. This is in pur- 
suance of its policy to give the Western 
candidates a show all round. It is said 
that Allison was offered the support of 
the delegation on this principle, but that 
Clarkson replied, with a snap of his fing- 
ers, that he didn't wont and wouldn't take 
it. If there are many ballots to-day Sher- 
man's vote may reach 300 with tho Now 
Yorkers' support, but he cannot get be- 
yond that figure. By experienced politi- 
cians and observers the situation is sum- 
med up In four words, "Blaine or a dead- 
lock." What surprises tho next few 
hours may develop only the Creator 
knows. 
Ben Butler arrived in town last night, 


and secured a mortgage on tho finest 
quarters of tho Eichelieu, and when asked 
if he had been sent for to give counsel 
and advise in the present crisis, ho do- 
pressed the lids of his good eye and ox- 
pressed his utter ignorance of the fact 
that a Republican convention was being 
held in the city. Nearly all of the politi- 
cal clubs and visitors left town Saturday 
night, and comparative qniet prevailed at 
the various headquarters. At no time 
yesterday were there more than a hun- 
dred people in the rotundas of the Palmer 
or Grand Pacific, where last Sunday there 
were thousands.

Bold Burglary Sunday Horning. 
Two or three daring sneak thieves en- 


tered the home of Mr. John A. Brown, 
master in chancery, at 964 East North 
street, Sunday morning, and while they 
did not get any money, nor steal any 
article of value, they committed a depre- 
dation that was exceedingly exaspera- 
ting to Mr. Brown and the family, aside 
from the alarm created by the presence 
of thieves in the house.

They effected an entrance by

It waa 


probably while the robbers were feasting 
that Mr. Brown, who occupied a room 
on the lower floor, arose to open a win- 
dow 
Everything was quiet then Going 


back to bed Mr Brown did not fall 
asleep at once. His mind was on the 
Chicago convention and he lay awake 
thinking of the probable outcome of the 
struggle, when he heard some one trjmg 
to turn the knob of the folding doors. 
His wife was upstairs with the children, 
one of whom was ailing, and Mr. Brown

top of the door, he jumped out of bed 
and went upstairs to get his revolver,
